Columbus, O., July 9—News comes 


from Cambridge, Ohio, that the first 
action to test the constitutionality of 
the Beal local option bill was institut- 
ed there yesterday. John Lloyd, a sa- 


loon keeper, was arrested and taken 
before a country justice of the peace, 


In accordance with a prearranged plan 


of the brewers Lloyd opened his sa- 
loon and his arrest followed. A writ 


of habeas corpus was drawn in this 
city. Because it is to test the one tem- 
perance law enacted by tho last Leg- 
islature the case is of unusual Import- 
ance.

The contention is urged that the law 


is unconstitutional on the wide ground 
that it is legislation of a general na- 
ture made application to certain locali- 
ties. The argument is made that it 
differs from the township local option' 
law in that this last named statute pro-| 
\ides for Jocal option in political di-l 
visions constituted by the Ohio, con- 
stitution, and because the township lo-i 
cal option law may be made operative 
in every section of the state while the 
Real 
bill applies only 
to territory 


within municipalities. 


Tho statement is made that the' 


Real bill is void because it violates the 
first provision of Article 2, Section 20 
of the constitulion; that all laws must 
lie of a general nature and of uniform- 
ed application.

session of the Legislature will be call- 
ed to meet at Columbus on August 25. 
Judge W. B. Crew will be appointed to 
fill the vacancy on the Supreme bench 
caused by the death of Justice Wil- 
liams. A compromise between the Fed- 
eral and the board plans 61 municipal 
government will 
be formulated 
for 


presentation as a municipal code to the 
Legislature. 


This is, in brief ,a synopsis of what 


has been accomplished. The details 
of the form of municipal government 
to be recommended to the Legislature 
have not yet been agreed upon, but 
the general form of the bill has been 
outlined. 


Senator Hanna, General Dick, John 


R. Malloy and others arrived during 
the morning.. They called upon Gov-, 
ernor Nash and spent the greater part 
of the day and evening with him. As 
a result the date of the session of the 
Leigslature was definitely agreed on, 
and it is stated on good authority that 
Judge Crew will be appointed, while a 
compromise form of city government 
has been tentatively formed. 


The members of the Committee ot 


Conference found that their work was 
by no means easy. Every man who 
was invited to appear had a different 
idea. Some had complete codes The 
conference will close tonight and by 
that time the work of preparing the 
bill will be "ander way 
But in effect 


it has already been decided to offer 
to the Legislature for passage a bill 
embodying the following form of mu- 
nicipal government:

government, which may be contracted 
or expanded according to the needs of 
the various municipalities.

gives to the people of such cities the 
largest possible conservative scheme 
of municipal government. 
Senator 


Ilnnna, who has insisted from the be- 
ginning of the conference that he 


would not stand for the Federal sys- 
tem of city government, was induced 
to approve this modification or com- 
promise, while those wh6 could not 
r.gree to either the Federal or board 
plans, have been able to meet on com- 
mon ground by it. 


It is plainly apparent, however, that 


the Governor will have a hard fight to 
force through the Legislature his p«t 
scheme of investing the Executive of 
the state with the right to appoint the 
Boards of Police Commissioners In all 
the cities of the state. Messrs. EJ^is 
and Longworth, both of whom remem- 
ber what Cincinnati police force was 
•under a partisan management, and 
know what it is now, are really tjjt 
only champions of the Governor's prop* 
ositions. 


Almost without exception the othes 


members of the Bar Association and 
jie politicians present oppose it, de« 
Glaring that it gives Jar too much pow- 
er to the Governor, and it is not prob- 
able that the Legislature will indorse 
it. Even John Malloy, ^ho is on moat 
lopics a sturdy advocate ot the Gov- 
ernor's plans, is outskopen in hia-oppo- 
jsition toJMs.j3chenxe._ . . — —U- 


Today's conference will round off 


the rough edges of the bill, and It 
be made public. 


It is possible that tne committees of 


he t;wo houses on mun\cipal affalrs| 
v.ill be asked to meet at Columbus a 
'ew weeks in advance of the special 
session, and take action upon the bill 
in the form in which it will be pre- 
sented to the General Assembly for 
passage. If, after 
careful scrutiny, 


these committees decide to recommend 
it for adoption much valuable 
time 


will be saved. This is of special im- 
portance, inasmuch as the Legislators 
will neither be paid a dollar- in salary 
for the work they wilt do during the 
special session, nor will they even be 
paid their customary mileage. It ap- 
pears that back in the time of Govern- 
or Campbell State Auditor Poe estab- 
lished a precedent by refusing to pay 
mileage for special session work. The 
present Auditor of State, Mr. Guilbert, 
was then chief clerk under Mr. Poe, 
and agreed with him in this decision. 
which, in fact, is said to have been in- 
spired by him. 
Under the circum- 


stances it is not probable that he 
will pay mileage this year. 


The practical determination to adopt 


the form of government outlined in the 
foregoing is in effect a victory for ths 
Cincinnati crowd. Messrs. Longworth 
and Ellis came here prepared to fight 
for the enactment of a bill which would 
permit Cincinnati to have practically 
the same form of government she now 
has. They were forced to make one or 
f.wo unimportant concessions, but in 
the main they were eminently suc- 
cessful. On the other hand, neither the 
Toledo, Columbus, Dayton nor Cleve- 
land men are altogether pleased. The 
trouble with them is, however, that be- 
cause of political complications they 
cannot unite on any compromise meas- 


ure, 
and thus defeat the bill, to be 


-irawn by Governor Nash after the 
Conference Committee has done its 
,vork. Whdt suits one city by no 
means pleases the others. 


One point in the code is still nnder 


careful 
consideration, and that is 


whether the offices to be filled by the 
Council, by legislative 
permission, 


shall be boards or offlcers ot the city. 
A legion of arguments have been otter- 
ed for both sides of this question, but 
so far the balance inclines toward the 
election of boards. This is ia effect 
Governor Nash's own bill, BO tiwt tt

How Japanese Children Are Named. 


In Japan children are called by the 


family name or "last" name first and 
their "given" or Christian name sec- 
ond. For instance, if a little Japanese 
boy were named one of our names, 
such as John Farley or Hugh Miller or 
Peter Smith, he would be called Farley 
John or'Miller Hugh or Smith Peter. 
When he learns to lisp his name, it is 
always the family name he learns first; 
so that if you were to ask our little 
Americo-Japanese boy his name he 
would say "Farley" or "Miller" or 
"Smith." Later he would add the other 
name when he bad learned to talk. 


If a little Japanese boy is named 


Sing Foo, you will probably find that 
his sister's name is Sing Fa, and his 
brothers may be named Sing Lee, Sing 
Foy and Sing Amee. But all are ad- 
dressed merely as "Sing" instead of by 
the "first" name.—Exchange.

TO THE LATE HON. JOHN F. FOL- 


LETT 


Of Cincinnati, Formerly of Newark— 


A Matter of Interest to Many 


Licking County Citizens. 


The Cincinnati Court Index publish- 


es the following memorial to Hon. 
John F. Follett, formerly of Newar£: 
"To the Honorable, the Judges of the 


Circuit Court of Hamilton County, 
Ohio: 
"Gentlemen: Your committee here- 


tofore appointed to prepare and report 
a memorial upon John F. Follett, a 
member of the bar of this county for 
many years, now deceased, beg leave 
to submit the following: 


^•John Fassett Follett was descend 


ed of Revolutionary stock. His great- 
grandfather perished in the Wyoming 
massacre. 
His 
family 
resided 
ir 


Franklin county, \7ermont, where he- 
was born at Richford, that 
county. 


February 18,1S3G. His father emigrat 
ed to Ohio in 1S3G, and settled on a 
farm near Jolmstown,~-in Licking- coun 
ty. The elder Follett's means were 
slender, his family was 
large—the 


profits from farming 
in those days 


were inconsiderable, and the 
result 


was that John and his elder brothers 
were obliged to do farm labor as then 
contribution to the family's support. 
As a growing boy he hoed corn, chop- 
ped wood and threshed grain with 
o 


flail. Here he acquired that habit oi 
close application which was a marked 
characteristic of him through life. A* 
the nearby village was a seat of learn 
ing—Granville academy. Here he anc 
his brother Martin, were spared long 
enough from their daily toil to prepare 
for college. 


"When he was in his twenty-firsx 


year he entered Marietta college, anc 
graduated four years later, in 1S55. 
the first man in his class. He had 
borrowed the money necessary to pro 
cure a college education and while ht 
had the law in view as his life's wort- 
he first taught one year at the Blind 
Asylum, at Columbus, and one yeai 
in the Columbus High school, in or 
dei' to pay off this indebtedness. 


"With his debts paid, he . went tc 


Newark, 'Ohio, entered the office of hit 
brother Charles, then one of the lead 
ing lawyers 'of 'the"Licldng 'County 'b'a1 


and began the study of the law. H< 
was admitted to the bar in 1858. Sooi 
after coming to the bar he took ai 
active part in politics in eastern Ohio 
He championed'the cau^e of the Dem 
qcratic party and soon established i 
reputation throughout the state as i 
most forcible and captivating stumi 
speaker. 
He belonged to the groui 


which included Gen. George W. Mor 
gan, John McSweeney, S. S. Cox, Gen 
Tom Swing, and Milton I. Southard, ii 
•astern Oiho; W. W. Armstrong anc 
the brilliant Frank H. Hurd, at the 


j Lakes; John 
A. 
McMahon, Durbit 


Ward and Lewis D. Campbell, in the 
Miami Valley, and George E. Pugli 
George H. Pendleton, Milton 
Saylei 


and the gifted Samuel F. Hunt in Cin 
cinnati. ' Amongst such a galaxy his 
eloquence did not suffer in comparison 


"In 1SC5 he was chosen to represent 


Licking county in the

This was the first General Assemhlj 
to be selected after the close of the 
Civil War. 
The * Republican

ticket had triumphed by a. large ma 
jority, Gen. Jacob D. Cox being elect 
cd from the field as Governor. Fol 
lett, although a new member, became 
the leader of his party on the floor O; 
the House. 
In 1867, Rutherford B 


Hayes had carried the state by less 
than three thousand, but the Demo 
crats had' succeeded in capturing both 
branches of the Legislature.

was returned for a second term

jSC7, an<l upon the organization of the 
House of Representatives was chosen 
Speaker. At the beginning of his sec 
or.d term in the Legislature, a Sena 
tor of the United States to succeed 
Dcnj. F. Wade was to be elected. The 
leading candidates before the Demo 
cratic caucus were Allen G. Thurmar 
who at the last election had been so 
narrowly defeated for the governor- 
ship by Hayes, and C. L. Vallandigham 
Follett throw his support to Thurman 
and he was chosen.

After all its glorious history of a 


century past "West Point is entering 
upon a new and greatly increased use- 
fulness, says the New York Iler.ikl. A 
new West Point is being planned which 
promises to far eclipse the old. The 
ancient historic buildings are to be en 
largcd or replaced by magnificent new 
structures, the famous parade grounds 
are to bo extended, nearby farms are 
to be converted into a great cavalry 
parade ground and the side of the 
mountain which pioteots the Point tc 
the west is to be reclaimed and set with 
new quarters for the officers and hung 
with gardens. A century ago the max- 
imum "number of cadets in attendance 
at the academy was thirty-six, wiii'c 
the average was twenty. Today tbe 
maximum capacity is 500. The new 
"West Point will accommodate 1,000 
cadets. 


The new West Point which the acad- 


emy has planned for the second cen- 
tury of its existence is entirely worthy 
of its history. The changes contem- 
plated have been designed with cau- 
tion and in the light of much previous 
experience. The academy is at present 
greatly overcrowded. In the barracks 
there arc as many a-^ four men at pres- 
ent sleeping in a single room. The 
officers' quarters are insufficient. With 
its preseut equipment it is impossible 
to accommodate a single new cadet. 
Meanwhile tbe demands of the array 
require a school at "West Point capable 
of accommodating about 1,OUO men. It 
is expected that two or three years will 
be required to make the alterations 
contemplated. 


On approaching West Point in the 


future the first object to catch and 
hold the attention will doubtless be tbe 
new riding academy. 
The present 


structure 3s to come down, and on its 
ite and extending to the north a mam- 
moth new building is to be erected. 
The new riding school -will be the lar- 
gest in the world. It wih be about 


J feet in length and 121 feet in width. 


Its enormous bulk will doubtless domi- 
nate the entire river front. It is to be 
built in the Tudor style of architecture, 
•with castellated towers rising directly 
from the sheer rock trails of the point 
It will contain galleries for spectators, 
ample stall accommodation for more 
than a hundred horses and many rooms 
for saddlers' stores, equipments and 
fodder. 


The entrance to the famous parade 


prounrj is to be arched over with an 
elaborate structure to commemorate 
the achievements of the academy in its 
first century. 
The present academic 


buildnii: will remain, and its clock tow- 
er ^iil bo carried tip to a height of 260 
feet. Ou the site of the present chape! 
a much larsirr buildins; will be erected. 
The arch will connect the two build- 
inc», pro-, iding a cwered passageway 
bi'twccn them.

The parade is to be extended over 


the entire area between tbe officers' 
quarters and the river. The plain will 
be covered with grass and surrounded 
with shade trees. The, cavalry will in 
the future maneuver on a special 
ground to the south of the old parade. 


Several important additions are also 


to be made to the present gymnasium. 
The new gymnasium will have ample 
dressing rooms, a fencing room, an 
arniorj-, a swimming tank, showor 
baths, a shuffleboard and bowling a! 
Icy, a basket ball court, a. bailing cage 
and a tennis court. Some idea ot" the 
proportions of the new gymnasium 
may be gained from the fact that its 
running track will measure 72 by 100 
feet. 


The plans also comprise many other 


important changes in practically all 
departments of the academy.

Millionaire Jalm M. Burlse Foands 


Home JFor Convalescents. 


John M. Burke, the retired Xew York 


merchant who took his place among 
the great philanthropists of the United 
States the other day by giving $4,000,- 
000 to the city of Xew York, practical- 
ly without reserve, to found a home 
for convalescents in or near Manhat- 
tan, is little known in New York out- 
side a small circle of business men of 
the old school, says the Xew York 
World. He belongs to no clubs, he 
never enters society, he has no wife 
or children, he owns neither horses, 
opera bos, country villa nor yacht. He 
has been content to dwell in the rcod- 
est brownstoue house at IS West For- 
ty-seventh street. 


He retired twenty years ago. He had 


money a-plenty then, well invested, and 
his holdings grew. Today his wealth 
is, estimated at, close to ,§10,000,000, 
though nobody really knows but him- 
self. Mr. Frederick H. Denman, his 
lawyer, said that the four million dol- 
lar foundation was by no means Mr. 
Burke's entire fortune. 


Mr. Denman when interviewed told 


more about his client. 


"Mr. Burke," said he, "is about eighty 


years old. He is a friend of Abram S.

it is adopted by the Legislature. 


Representative Comings, the author 


of the code bill which failed in the last 
General Assembly, was a member of 
Ih3 conference, and brought a copy ofj 
his bill along. But Mr. Comings' bill 
leceived only 
slight 
consideration. 


Governor Xash declared that he found 
too many errors in it to make it woi t'i 
while and as a result the new code bill 
is built of new material. Another code 
which ha^ been nro^Titrvl to tho Oor- 
ernor is the product of the State Board 
of Commerce, and it is fathered by 
Judge Gilbert Stewart, of Columbus, 
and Allen Ripley Foote. 


This scheme presented the advan- 


tage of novelty to say the least. Brieny 
it provided that the municipalities of 
the state should be divided into the 


t\\o great classes of municipalities and 
villages, and that within 30 days after 
the passage of the bill municipal con- 
ventions should be called in every 
such municipality for the purpose ot 
selecting notje^s than five nor more 
than fifteen delegates to a constitu 
tional convention. 


At such convention a constitution o: 


charter for each separate municipality 
should bo selected, which, after rati- 
fication by popular vote, should be for- 
warded to the Secretary of State, to be 
placed on file. In return this official 
should issue a charter. The constitu- 
tional conventions in the various cities 
were given unlimited powers as to the 
form of government they should de- 
cide on, except that a low debt linu 
was fixed. This scheme, however, wa? 
~very briefly considered. 


In addition to the conference on the 


municipal matter, Senator Hanna had 
another conference with Burton as to 
the latter's remaining on the ticket In 
Cleveland.

Peculiar Habits ol Tliese Threadlike 


litttle Serpents. 


The "horsehair snakes" are small, 


flesh colored mites which live princi- 
pally in stagnant water.' After going 
through various transformations they 
come to the surface of the water in the 
shape of very slender, purplish looking 
threads. When they reach this last 
stage, they leave the water and work 
their way up the stalks and leaves of 
aquatic plants. **\V"hen opportunity af- 
fords, they attach themsehes to the 
feet, legs, wings and other parts of 
larger insects, often, as one authority 
states, creeping under the wing case 
of beetles. In the case of the cricket, 
katydid, grasshopper and other insects 
of that ilk, whose legs are hollow, the 
tiny horsehair takes the advantage and 
creeps up the hollows into the very 
vitals. 


This accounts for the fat and clumsy 


condition of some individuals of the 
above named species, single specimens 
of the cricket having been caught with 
over two dozen of these threadlike 
"snakes" attached to and inside of 
their bodies. After heavy rains, which 
frequently drown crickets and katydids 
which are weighted down by these 
parasites, 
the 
"horsehair 
snake" 


emerges from the carcass of the insect 
a full fledged miniature serpent. In this 
mature state he is the delight of the 
curiosity seeker and a mine of study to 
those who delight to delve in nature's 
bypaths. Those which have been for- 
tunate enough not to have been carried 
very far from water by the insects 
which they encumbered during life 
make their way back to the ponds to 
lay their eggs. They then wrap them- 
selves around the eggs, which soon 
hatch into the little flesh colored mites 
mentioned in the opening. About this 
time the parent "snake" dies to make 
room for its progeny.
